The closest prior art of Barker et al. (U. S. Patent 6,233,252) teaches transferring 
very large data files to a remote location. The very large date files are fragmented into 
small ordered blocks and are transmitted to the remote location using a data distribution 
system. At each remote location, the ordered fragmented files or blocks are 
reassembled in accordance with the original ordering scheme. 

In regarding to independent claims 1 , 24 and 38, Barker taken either individually 
or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the recipient 
notifying a recipient of the electronic document folder with an indirect reference, and 
selecting a destination server from the plurality of servers based on the data provided 
by said recipient when said recipient wishes to retrieves the electronic document 
folders. Furthermore, wherein the recipient and the destination server are separate 
entities as indicated by the applicant whereas the recipient and the destination server in 
Barker's teaching are one single entity.
